MUSCAT (PERSIAN GULF): NEW ARMS ORDINANCE. 

The Board of Trade have received, through the Foreign Office, a 
translation of a Proclamation issued by the Sultan of Muscat on 12th 
July, which establishes a special magazine for arms to be called the 
‘Arms Warehouse.” On the completion of this warehouse, on or 
about lst September, all arms already stocked in the Sultanate, or 
thereafter imported, will be required to be stored in the warehouse, 
under the control of a Superintendent, and will only be delivered 
therefrom under special licences to approved individual purchasers 
(not traders). 

The attention of shipowners and others engaged in the Persian 
Gulf trade is specially directed to the fact that Rules issued in con- 
nexion with this Proclamation prescribe (inter alia) that all arms, 
ammunition or parts thereof which may hereafter be imported into 
Muscat territory will be taken direct to the Arms Warehouse and 
there deposited. ‘T'o enforce observance of this rule the Masters of 
steamers importing arms and ammunition, or parts thereof, will be 
required to produce on arrival and furnish to the representative of the 
Warehouse Superintendent, who will attend on board, a copy of a 
separate manifest (in a prescribed form) showing all arms and am- 
munition and parts thereof destined for importation into the Sultan’s 
territories and carried on board their vessels. 

All arms, ammunition or parts thereof, destined for import into 
Muscat, but not detailed, or incorrectly or insufficiently described, in 
the separate manifest, especially with regard to the marks on the 
packages or the name of the consignee, shall, as soon as such arms, 
ammunition or parts thereof have left the ship’s tackles, become 
liable to confiscation.

BRITISH TRADE ABROAD. 


Northern Nigeria.—The official “Lagos Customs and ‘Trade 
Journal” of 17th July publishes the following information con- 
cerning possible openings for trade in the neighbourhood of the 
railway beyond Jebba (on the Lagos-Kano line) :— 

Kano Province.x—Kano is the principal trading centre in the 
Province ; it has an approximate population of 34,000, and a floating 
population of 10,000, while there are about 1,277,000 people within 
a fifty mile radius of the town. Ground nuts should be available for 
export in very large quantities, and some of the onions which are 
extensively cultivated might possibly be exported as well. The 
tanned goat and sheep skins of the district already have a good 
reputation ; a very large trade is done in raw cowhides, there being 
probably over 100,000 head of cattle within the fifty mile radius. 
Ranma fibre is found in every village, and beeswax will be obtainable 
in fair quantities and at a low price as soon as a demand arises. 
There is a fair demand for English cotton cloth and handkerchiefs, 
beads, necklaces, looking glasses, sweets, cigarettes, matches, and any 
other showy articles such as are generally in demand among African 
natives. English cotton goods sell owing to cheapness and attractive 
appearance, but they cannot compete with native handwoven cloths 
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for warmth and durability; consequently the amount of English 
cloth worn is only a very small fraction of the total. English money 
is popular everywhere for trading purposes. 

Zara Province.—Zaria (population about 25,000) is the most 
important business place in the Province. Riga Chikun (population 
about 1,000) has acquired a temporary importance owing to the 
Bauchi road, but this will probably disappear when the Bauchi light 
railway is opened. Cloth, salt, sugar, plates, basins, knives, matchets, 
scents, soap, &c., are found in the markets; there is also a certain 
sale for cheap lamps, and a considerable demand for cheap biscuits.

Montserrat——The Canadian Trade Commissioner at Barbados. 
(Mr. EK. H. S. Flood) states, in a recent report to his Government, 
that persons intimately acquainted with conditions in the island of 
Montserrat remark on the general improvement which has taken place 
in the last few years, and which is in no small measure attributed to 
the success of the cotton industry. Notwithstanding the small size 
of the island, the outlook for trade is favourable, and local merchants 
are making preparations for increased business. One drawback to 
business, however, adds Mr. Flood, is the lack of banking facilities, 
and exporters seeking business with Montserrat should require definite 
arrangements in regard to remittances, as otherwise collections are 
difficult. | 

BS ES i ES BC 

France, Corsica.—H.M. Consul at Ajaccio (Hon. H. Dundas) reports 
that the trade of Bastia is increasing but slowly, due to the fact that 
Bastia, and also the whole island, is not systematically worked by 
commercial travellers. There is no reason, he says, why British 
suitings, dress materials, boots, &c., should not find a ready market, 
nor why wool, skins, oil, dried fruits, &c., should not be exported to 
the United Kingdom. Bastia, especially, is well placed for carrying 
on a direct trade with the United Kingdom as three lines of steamers, 
from London, Liverpool and Manchester respectively, call at the port. 
The imports are small but very varied as nearly everything has to be 
imported, including such necessaries as flour, butter, and other 
foodstuffs. 

Chestnut-wood extract is by far the most important article of export, 
about 20,000 tons being shipped each year, the principal consumers 
being the United Kingdom 7,344 tons, Germany 5,738 tons, Belgium 
2,742 tons, Russia 1,304 tons, and France 1,123 tons. The Corsican 
briarwood is very little behind the Sicilian in quality, and its price 
has doubled during the last five years; five to six thousand tons 
were shipped from Bastia during 1911, of which the United Kingdom 
took only 13 tons. Three discoveries of arsenic have been made, 
two of realgar and orpiment, near Porta d’Ampugnani and Matra, 
and the other of mispickel. A large amount of arsenic ore was 
awaiting shipment at Bastia on Lat July. (C. 6,564.)

Crete.—In the report by H.M. Vice-Consul at Canea (Mr. E. C. D. 

Rawlins) on the trade of Crete in 1911, which will shortly be issued, 
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a word of warning is given in regard to the general extension of 
British trade in the Island. It would be unwise, says the Vice- 
Consul, to advocate too strongly at the present moment commercial 
operations on a large scale, as, owing to the prevailing uncertainty in 
the political situation there, it cannot be said that normal conditions 
prevail. Still, it must be admitted that the Cretan trader is careful 
and has no bad reputation for honesty. 

Although the United Kingdom is already interested in the majority 
of the articles imported into Crete, there is room for expansion. ‘T’o 
this end the Vice-Consul suggests the sending of more commercial 
travellers, well equipped with samples and knowing, if not the 
language of the country (modern Greek), at least French as well as 
English. The visits of such travellers are undeniably advantageous. 
Crete is by no means out of the way, being approached easily from 
Trieste by vessels of the Austrian Lloyd Steamship Company, or 
from Athens and the Pirzus, the crossing from the latter port only 
occupying 14 hours, and sailings are frequent. 

The usual terms of credit are from three to six months, or cash 
against documents at a bank in Crete with 3 to 5 per cent. discount. 

The sending of catalogues, with weights and measurements in the 
metric system and the prices in decimal coinage, the text being, if 
possible, in French as well as English, is important. 

The high quality of British goods is well known, but in a poor 
country like Crete cheapness is the one desideratwm, and it is this 
that often tempts the native to look to countries other than the 
United Kingdom for many of his wants. 

In regard to methods of shipment, &c., the Vice-Consul remarks 
that prices should always be c.i.f. Crete, if possible. The best route 
for goods from the United Kingdom is vid Pirzeus, whence steamers 
sail five times per week for Cretan ports. Shipments vid Syra are 
not convenient, as two transhipments are necessary, viz., at Syra and 
at Pirzeus. Shipments vid Alexandria and Smyrna should also be 
avoided, the goods taking much longer in transit, and two or more 
transhipments being necessary.

Mexico, Guadalajara.—'lhe following information is from the report 
by the British Vice-Consul at Guadalajara (Mr. P. G. Holms) on the 
trade of that district in 1911, which will shortly be issued :— 

The completion of the Panama Canal must in due course have a 
far-reaching effect upon the Mexican Pacific coast, creating trade, 
increasing Jand values and giving impetus to new industries. It is 
inconceivable that vessels trading from European and Atlantic ports 
to San Francisco, Seattle, Portland, Tacoma and Vancouver will 
overlook the Mexican littoral fronting the Pacific for 4,200 miles 
(inclusive of Lower California), or that they will neglect to stimulate 
the hinterland to provide and take freight. Early though it may 
yet be to call attention to this future business, it might be well for 
British shippers and merchants to give it their careful study. 
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BRITISH TRADE WITH SWITZERLAND. 


The Board of Trade have received, through the Foreign Office, 
a despatch from His Majesty’s Minister at Berne, in which attention 
is drawn to the comparatively small number of British commercial 
travellers who visit Switzerland. Of the total number of foreign 
commercial travellers actively operating in Switzerland in 1910, 
amounting to 6,989, only 67 were of British nationality, as compared 
with 4,797 German, 1,595 French, 392 Italian, 208 Austro-Hungarian 
and 87 Belgian. 

Mr. Howard points out that whilst the total imports into 
Switzerland in 1911 exceeded in value those of 1910 by nearly 
£2,000,000, the value of the imports from the United Kingdom 
declined, as compared with the previous year, by £512,000, or over 
11 per cent. It is true that a very large proportion of the Swiss 
imports from Germany, France, Italy and Austria-Hungary, all of 
which have a larger share than the United Kingdom in the total 
import trade, consist of goods (such as food stuffs) of a kind in 
respect of which the United Kingdom does not compete; in the case 
of Germany this proportion is about one-half, in the cases of France 
and Austria-Hungary it is nearly three-quarters, whilst in the case of 
Italy it is even great-r. But nevertheless there remains a large 
volume of trade in manufactured goods in which Mr. Howard thinks 
that the United Kingdom might obtain a larger part. Although the 
United Kingdom has a share of about 13 per “cent. of the total Swiss 
imports of manufactured goods, attention is drawn to the fact that 
nearly two-thirds of the imports from the United Kingdom consist 
of cotton yarns and unfinished and finished tissues for use in 
the Swiss weaving and embroidery industries; and it is estimated 
that the United Kingdom supplies only a little over 5 per 
cent. of Switzerland’s annual requirements of other classes of 
manufactured articles. Whilst recognising that the shares of 
Switzerland’s trade taken by various countries is largely determined 
by factors other than the relative numbers of their commercial 
travellers, and that the geographical situation of Germany, France, 
Italy and Austria-Hungary gives those countries great advantages 
in the study and supply of the Swiss market, Mr. Howard is never- 
theless of opinion that the scope and extent of British trade with 
Switzerland could be materially increased by more frequent visits 
from a larger number of efficient representatives of British commercial 
and industrial firms. (C. 6,624.) 
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INDUSTRIAL PROGRESS IN CHINA. 


The following information is from the report by H.M. Commercial 
Attaché at Peking (Mr. W. P. Ker) on the trade of China in 1911, 
which will shortly be issued :— 

A certain amount of industrial progress in China during the year 
1911 is indicated by the establishment of enterprises, as follows :--- 

A new cotiton-spinning and weaving factory, with 20,592 spindles, 
was opened at Shanghai in October by a Japanese company. 

Electric lighting installations were completed at Changsha, 
Hangchow and [oochow. 

One of the candle factories recently started at Shanghai added 
largely to its plant and buildings in order to meet an increasing 
demand for its products. 

A brick factory was opened at Canton in March, 1911, equipped 
with up-to-date machinery, mostly British. It can turn out 40,000 
bricks a day. 

The Chinese Cement Company at Tongshan (near Tientsin), whose 
works were restored in 1900 and equipped with motor plant in 1907, 
had sufficient new machinery added in 1911 to bring their output 
up to 500,000 barrels of cement a year, being 300,000 barrels more 
than before. 

A new French distillery was started at Hankow for the manu- 
facture of Chinese wine and spirits. 

Two new jlowr mills were started at Chungking and Yunnanfu 
respectively, but two flour mills near Chinkiang were closed. 

A leather factory and tannery at Canton was fully equipped with 
machinery, but owing to lack of capital had not been able to begin work. 

A match factory was completed at Hangchow. 

A printing establishment, with foreign machinery, was started at 
Changsha by a native private company. On the other hand, a 
Government printing establishment at the same provincial capital 
was abolished by the Republicans. 

A new paper mill at Hankow was established by the Imperial 
Government. A paper mill built at Chinkiang in 1908, which had 
never been able to start work, was finally abandoned. 

A rice-hulling mill was installed at Changsha. 

The antimony refining works at Changsha purchased additional 
plant to increase the output of regulus from 100 to 30U tons a 
month, and further extensions are contemplated. 

The waterworks at Hankow extended their operations so as to 
supply the British and Russian Concessions there. Waterworks 
were under construction at Swatow, and projected at Kaifeng, 
Chungking, and other cities. 

In addition to the instances of failure mentioned above, there 
has to be recorded the closing down for want of working capital of a 
glass factory near Chinkiang, erected not many years ago. 

Industrial projects—In several places, notably in Hunan, indus- 
trial associations have been formed with the especial aim of enabling 
native manufactures to compete successfully with goods imported 
from abroad; but so long as the present distrust of foreign capital 
and the unwillingness to use the services of foreign experts continue, 
such moverents are too greatly handicapped by financial and technical 
difficulties to be taken very seriously.

The Governor is empowered to make rules and regulations for the 
landing, conveyance, and storage of explosives and the sale thereof, 
and for the further or better carrying into effect the purposes of the 
Proclamation. 

The term “ explosive” is held to mean nitro-glycerine, dynamite, 
guncotton, blasting powder, fulminate of mercury or other metals, 
and every other explosive substance being any compound of, or 
having any ingredients in common with any of the above, and not 
being gunpowder, percussion caps, rockets or fuses.

CHILE, 


The “ Bulletin Commercial” (Brussels) of 10th August states, on the 
. authority of the Belgian Consul at Santiago, that, 
ae der the auspices of the Chilean Department of 
Deposits. agg er © auspices 01 e . Lean epartment o 
Mines and Surveys, iron mining in that country 
is making considerable headway. It is commonly known that very 
important iron ore deposits exist in Chile, but their value cannot be 
estimated even approximately ; nor can the whereabouts of the largest 
ore beds be definitely ascertained. ‘The information available is too 
scanty to warrant the opening up of iron mines on any large scale. 
Last year, therefore, as a result of urgent demands the Department of 
Mines and Surveys carried out surveying operations on five groups of 
mines situated north of Serena, in the Province of Coquimbo. ‘The 
results show that this province is exceptionally rich in minerals, both 
as regards extent and the excellent conditions in which the minerals 
are to be found. One estimate gives the amount of iron ore to be 
extracted from these mines as 200,000,000 tons. It is further 
reported that 30,000,000 tons exist in the Province of Atacama. 





CHINA. 


The “ Nachrichten fiir Handel ” (Berlin) of 10th August states, on the 
authority of the German Consul at Shanghai, that 

Lead Ore lead ore deposits exist in the Province of Hunan. 
mining. The industry is entirely in the hands of Chinese 
natives. I1t is practically impossible for foreigners to take part in 
view of the present state of the Chinese mining law. The production 
of lead ore is carried on by primitive methods, as there has been no 
desire to adopt European ideas or to utilise modern machinery. It is 
difficult to ascertain the extent of the industry, as the Chinese do not 
publish any comprehensive statistics on the subject, nor have 
European engineers been able as yet to make any reliable inspection 
of lead mines. It is, however, reported that there are extensive deposits, 
and that high grade ore (60 per cent. and over of lead) is mined. 
The future development of the industry will depend on the ability of 
Europeans to induce the Chinese Government to grant mining 
nces to foreigners on reasonable conditions.

the strong demand for worsted, and steady prices are also ruling on 
the wool market. 

In spite of the tolerably good state of business, however, the 
spinning mills cannot bring the price of yarn into proportion with 
that of raw wool, though it is thought that prices will gradually 
become equalised. It is believed that the whole production of the 
worsted spinners up to the end of the year will be disposed of shortly. 

In other branches of the wool spinning industry the course of 
business leaves much to be desired, business in carded yarns 
especially being very quiet, and prices compare unfavourably with 
the high prices of raw material. 

The high price of wool is also the subject of complaint in that 
branch of the industry spinning German wools, which has found it 
impossible to increase the price of yarns in proportion. The German 
wools which have been placed on the home market this year up to 
the present were generally readily sold, so that large stocks do not 
exist. (C 7,084.)

AUSTRIA~HUNGARY, 


The “Frankfurter Zeitung” of 17th August states that about 85 
per cent, of the Austro-Hungarian cotton spinners 
have decided to join the allotment-agreement 
which came into force on 8th August for a period 
of five years. Some opposition has however 
arisen, and merchants are at present negotiating with a view to safe- 
guarding the interests of cotton weavers, so that the latter shall not 
suffer by spinning and weaving factories limiting the open market 
in spun cotton whilst at the same time satisfying the requirements of 
their own weaving sheds. 

It is expected that proper control of the production of cotton yarn 
will put an end to the most difficult period through which the Austro- 
Hungarian cotton spinning industry has passed for some years.

RUSSIA: 

H.M. Commercial Attaché at St. Petersburg (Mr. H. Cooke) states 
that the ‘“‘ Commercial Gazette” (St. Petersburg) 
of 2nd August published a report on the Russian 
hemp crop prospects in the middle of July, stating 
that in most cases sowing was completed by the usual dates, and that 
subsequent progress was accompanied by generally favourable con- 
ditions. The adverse weather experienced in some places was not 
sufficiently serious to interfere with the general prospects, which may 
be described as fully satisfactory. As regards quality, the crop 
promises to be good in the governments of Bessarabia, Vilna, 
Viadimir, Viatka, Orel, Tambov and Tchernigov; satisfactory in 
Vitebsk, Voronezh, Kaluga, Kursk, Moghilev, Penza, Poltava and 
Simbirsk ; and moderate.in Smolensk and Tavride.

places. There is an increase of from 15 to 20 per cent. in the area 
planted in the Trans-Caspian Territory and a considerably better crop 
is anticipated. An increase of 10 per cent. is expected in the crop in 
the Trans-Caucasus, in spite of bad climatic conditions in the Kars 
Territory having hindered development. In the government of 
Erivan, in spite of an increase of 10 to 20 per cent. in the area sown, 
the yield will be scarcely greater than last year. (17,554.)

According to a report in the “ Board of Trade Labour Gazette ” for 
State of the August*, based on 6,089 statistical returns, VIZ, 
Labour Market 3,172 returns from trade unions (relating to 
in Jul 863,546 members), and 2,917 returns from 
oid employers (relating to 1,240,007 workpeople), 
employment in July continued good, and showed some improvement 
on a year ago. ‘The percentage of trade union members unemployed, 
so far as reported to the Department, was the lowest in any July 
since 1900, a year of exceptionally good employment. The upward 
movement in wages continued. 

Compared with a month ago there was an improvement in the 
pig iron, tinplate, and shipbuilding trades. Employment in the 
engineering trade continued very good, with much overtime. On the 
other hand, some decline was apparent in nearly all the textile 
industries, and in the boot and shoe, iron and steel, and glass trades. 
The coal mining and building industries remained about the same as 
in June. 

Compared with a year ago the principal industries showed an 
improvement, which was most marked in the pig iron, tinplate, iron 
and steel, and boot and shoe trades. 

In the 390 trade unions, with a net membership of 863,546, making 
returns, 22,222 (or 2°6 per cent.), were returned as unemployed at 
the end of July, 1912, compared with 2°5 per cent. at the end of 
June, 1912, and 2°9 per cent. at the end of July, 1911.

This publication, which 
contains much more detailed and exhaustive information than can be given 
in the Monthly Accounts, gives in the first volume abstract tables for the 
years 1907-1911, and detailed statements of imports and exports of each 
article consigned from and to each country. 

The second volume will contain details as to Customs revenue, tranship- 
ments and articles in bond, with particulars of the trade of the United 
Kingdom with each foreign country and British Possession, and of the trade 
at each port of the United Kingdom ; and in the supplement a classification 
on the basis followed in Volumes I. and II. of the “Annual Statement” 
for 1908 and earlier years. 

It may be noted that beginning with the issues for 1909 the figures of 
Volumes I. and II. relate to the countries of consignment for imports, and 
countries of final destination, so far as known, for exports. A supplementary 
volume will continue to be issued,in which particulars will be given, as men- 
tioned above, on the same basis as those published (up to the year 1908) 
in the first two volumes. By this means it will be possible to trace the 
details of the differences resulting from the change of system for a further

Confidential information as to Openings Abroad for 
British Trade, &c, 


The arrangement inaugurated on Ist January, 1907, whereby the 
names of British firms desirous of receiving confidential information 
as to opportunities for the extension abroad of those branches of trade 
in which they are specially interested, and as to other connected matters, 
are placed on a special Register at the Commercial Intelligence Branch 
of the Board of Trade, has met with widespread approval, as evidenced 
by the steady increase in the number of names so registered. Tor- 
merly no charge was made for admission to the Register, the only 
requirement being subscription to the “Board of Trade Journal.” 
The great increase in the number of names inscribed, and in the 
amount of information distributed, having rendered it necessary 
to make a small charge for the service, firms desirous of utilising 
this source of information are required to pay an annual fee 
of one guinea to the Accountant General, Board of Trade, White- 
hall Gardens, London, 8.W., for the service, including the supply 
of the “ Board of Trade Jownal,” instead of merely subscribing 
to the “Journal,” as previously, through the Government Sale 
Agents. kBritish firms who wish to have their names registered 
should apply in writing to the Director, Commercial Intelligence 
Branch, 73, Basinghall Street, London, E.C., for the necessary form of 
application. 

Admission to the Register and retention upon it will be, as hereto- 
fore, at the discretion of the Board of Trade. 

The confidential information which is communicated to firms upon 
the Register is received from His Majesty’s Consular Officers in Foreign 
Countries, from His Majesty’s Trade Commissioners and the Imperial 
Trade Correspondents in the British Dominions, and from other sources 
available to the Commercial Intelligence Branch. 

It may be stated that confidential information thus received relates 
mainly to openings for British Trade abroad, and is communicated to 
firms on the Register in Circular letters. During 1911, 1,091 such 
Circular letters were prepared, and copies (totalling 142,032) were 
despatched to firms on the Register interested in the trades to which 
the Circular letters respectively related, as compared with 1,130 
Circular letters and copies totalling 74,203 sent out in 1910. 

Note.—Apart from the Special Register arrangements referred to 
above, the Commercial Intelligence Branch is always ready to answer 
enquiries on specific subjects, as far as possible, in the interests of 
British trade (see below).

3. If before the date specified in the notice any representations with reference 
to the application are made in writing to the Umpire by or on behalf of any 
workman or employer appearing to him to be interested, or the Board of Trade, 
the Umpire shall take those representations into his consideration, and the 
Umpire may at any time before the said date require any persons to supply to 
him such information in writing as he thinks necessary for the purpose of 
enabling him to give a decision. 

All such representations and information shall be open to inspection by any 
employer or workman appearing to the Umpire to be interested or any persons 
authorised in that behalf by any such employer or workman or the Board of 
Trade. 

4. Any persons claiming to be interested may apply to the Umpire to be 
heard by him orally in reference to any application under these Regulations, and 
the Umpire may, in any case in which he thinks it desirable, require the 
attendance of any person before him to give oral information on the subject of 
any application.

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UNEMPLOYMENT INSURANCE. 


Decisions by the Umpire. 


Pursuant to paragraph (5) of the Unemployment Insurance 
(Umpire) Regulations, the Board of Trade hereby give Notice of the 
following decisions by the Umpire on questions whether contributions 


are payable :— 


A. The Umpire has decided that contributions ARE PAYABLE in 
respect of :— 
800. Workmen engaged in— 


(1) Manufacturing wood wheels. 
(2) Bending shafts, wings, car sides, motor panels. 
801. Workmen employed by an iron and steel company, and 
described as joiners, fitters and labourers who are engaged in turning 
rolls for mills, turning hammers and anvils, turning and fitting 
material for the machinery in the forge. 
803. Workmen employed in a mechanical engineering establish- 
ment, and engaged in— 

(1) Making and repairing leather driving belts and leather 
hose pipes. 

(2) Repairing and testing chains, all being for use in the 
work of the establishment. 

808. Persons engaged in the manufacture of mechanical driving 

chains and chain gearing. 

809. Workmen employed by a firm of motor wheel makers and 
tyresmiths, and engaged in the work of— 

(1) Assembling machined wood for wheels. 

(2) Wood machinists. 

(3) Cleaners of wood motor wheels and lead colourers. 

(4) Blacksmith doing iron tyreing and pressing on rubbers. 

(5) Labourers. 

812. Workmen employed by river conservators, and engaged 
wholly or mainly n— 

1) Driving machinery for the mechanical engineering estab- 
lishment, and otherwise working in that establishment. 

(2) Driving cranes at the works for unloading and loading 
material to be used in connection with the carrying on of any 
trades set out in Schedule VI. of the National Insurance Act, 
1911]. 

815. A workman engaged in mixing paint, and delivering same to 
painters on the job, and acting as a plumber and painters’ labourer. 

821. Workmen engaged wholly or mainly in making, shaping, &c. 
sheet metal panels for motor car bodies. 

824. Bricklayers and their mates or assistants (commonly called 
“‘ grate fixers’) who fix grates and kitchen ranges, and fill m their 
time making repairs to house property. 

826. Workmen engaged in making and fixing deep well 
machinery, engines, windmills, machine pumps and other mechanical 
appliances for raising water from the ground. (Application 137.) 
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Unemployment Insurance. 





838. (1) Hose mounters engaged in fitting india rubber hoses to 

iron unions for use as couplings between railway carriages ; 

(2) Youths engaged in the making of Rocker joint chain 
used for power transmission. 

841. Workmen engaged wholly or mainly in the upkeep and 
maintenance of linotype machines. 

850. Labourers employed as raftsmen to signal in connection 
with the testing of torpedoes. 

853. Wheelwrights, carpenters, smiths, fitters or other workmen, 
including unskilled labourers, engaged wholly or mainly in the 
construction, decoration or repair of vehicies in connection with 
businesses other than those included under the trades specitied in 
Schedule VI of the National Insurance Act, 1911. 

854. Electricians and assistants engaged wholly or mainly in the 
installation, upkeep and repair of electrical machinery (including 
conductors), electrical wiring for power, light or bells in factories, 
workshops or other buildings in connection with businesses other 
than those included under the trades specified in Schedule VI of the 
National Insurance Act, 1911. 

856, Workmen engaged wholly or mainly in the installation or 
in the upkeep and repair of hot-water and steam pipes, ventilating 
systems or permanent gas-piping in buildings in connection with 
businesses other than those included under the trades specified in 
Schedule VI of the National Insurance Act, 1911. 

860. Workmen engaged in scaling pontoons. 

862. Workmen, not being usually members of a ship’s crew, 
engaged in scraping, cleaning and painting ships when undergoing 
Board of Trade survey. 

863. Workmen employed by manufacturers of safety boiler 
mountings and high-pressure steam valves, and engaged— 

(a) in testing with hydraulic pressure (1) rough castings in 
gun-metal or other copper alloys, iron and steel, (2) machined 
castings in all the above-mentioned metals, and (3) articles in 
all the above-mentioned metals finished and fitted up ready for 
sale; and 

(6) in testing with steam pressure iron, steel and gun-metal 
articles finished and fitted up ready for sale. 

868. Machinemen, planers, rippers, borers, grinders, pattern- 
makers employed in connection with the manufacture of armour 
lates. 

/ 869. Workmen engaged in the construction, reconstruction or 
alteration of steel works plant. 

870. Boilermakers and labourers engaged wholly or mainly in 
repair of boilers in connection with steel works or other businesses, 
whether such businesses are among those specified in Schedule VI 
of the National Insurance Act, 1911, or not. 

This decision is intended to make it clear that decision 464 
(“Board of Trade Journal” of the 18th July, p. 200) does not 
cover the repair of steam boilers. 
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871. Bricklayers and labourers engaged wholly or mainly in 
repair of boiler-settings in connection with steel works or other 
businesses, whether such businesses are among those specified in 
Schedule VI of the National Insurance Act, 1911, or not. 

This decision is intended to make it clear that decision 464 
(“ Board of Trade Journal” of the 18th July, p. 200) does not 
cover the repair of steam boiler-settings. 


872. A workman engaged wholly or mainly in the work of 
turning warpers’ beams and loom beams of wood and iron. 


B. The Umpire has decided that contributions ARE NOT PAYABLE in 
respect of :— 

802. Workmen engaged wholly or mainly in general repairs to 

removable gas cookers, gas fires, gas fittings other than pipes in 
customers’ houses. 


804. Workmen engaged in making— 
(1) Compositors’ type cases ; 
(2) Composing frames ; 
(3) Imposing surface stands; and other similar articles of 
wood used by printers, and not being machinery. 


805. Workmen employed as ebonite and vulcanised fibre workers, 
making insulating parts for the electrical trade. 
806. Workmen employed by a firm of sand and ballast pit owners, 
and engaged in digging ballast, and screening same. 
807. Workmen engaged in— 
(1) Roasting zinc ore for the elimination of sulphur. 
(2) Smelting or distillation of zinc ore for spelter. 


810. Workmen engaged in making and repairing wooden articles 
such as wooden guards for washing machines, label boxes, crates and 
cases. 

811. Workmen employed by river conservators on dredgers, tugs, 
barges, hoppers or launches, and engaged wholly or mainly in work 
the primary purpose of which is the maintenance of the river 
channels. 


813. Workmen employed by a firm of knife-cleaning machine und 
coffee mill manufacturers, and engaged— 
(1) In assembling and fitting up metal work for household 
knife cleaners, mincing machines and coffee mills. 
(2) In assembling and fitting up wood, iron and leather 
domestic rotary knife cleaners. 
(3) As japanners. 
814. Workmen engaged in making light sheet metal pumps. 


816. Workmen engaged in the salvage of ships and cargoes, and 
all descriptions of labour incidental thereto. 


817, A workman engaged in preparing steel dies for medallists, 
hardening and stamping from them in various metals. 
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818. Workmen employed by a firm of ship owners, and engaged 
wholly or mainly in— 
(1) Attending donkey engine on steamer and discharging 
cargo. 
: (2) Clearing engine room, receiving stores. 
(3) Attending to shifting of vessels, to gangways for dis- 
embarking passengers and other similar work. 

819. Workmen employed by a cab company, and engaged wholly 
or mainly in the work of removing and replacing rubber tyres of 
motor cabs. 

820. Workmen engaged wholly or mainly— 

(1) In finishing up and putting together the parts of hand 
presses for embossing addresses on paper, &c. 

(2) In striking copper counterparts from the engraved die, 
and fitting same to the above presses. 

822. Workpeople engaged wholly or mainly in making indexes 
and clockwork for water meters. 

823. Workmen engaged in the manufacture and erection of boxes 
for fixing on outside sun blinds. 

825. Workmen engaged in the work of well sinking and artesian 
well boring, and in the equipment by such well borers of temporary 
test pumping plant. (Applications 137 and 181). 

827. Workmen employed by a railway company, and engaged in— 

(1) Preparing signal posts wholly or mainly for purposes of 
maintenance. 

(2) Repairing station barrows, furniture, axes, hammer 
shafts, brake sticks, &c. 

828. Workmen employed as makers of wooden brick moulds. 

829. ‘Timsmiths and japanners making hand chemica) fire extin- 
guishers and fire buckets. 

830. Workmen employed in connecting and disconnecting pipes 
in general work connected with stills for motor spirit and oils. 

831. Workmen engaged wholly or mainly in the work of— 

(1) Tent, sail, flag and cover makers. 
(2) Tent erectors and labourers. 

832. Workmen engaged in the making of magneto electric 
cycle lamps. 

833. Workmen employed in the manufacture of asbestos jointless 
floor covering. 

834. Workmen employed in the manufacture of cement. 

836. Workmen engaged in filling explosives into fuses for artillery 
shells, and filling explosives into port-fires. 

837. Workmen engaged in the manufacture of cast-iron radiators 
for household purposes, other than those covered by the decisions 
relating to ironfounding. 


839. Workmen employed by a firm of harness furniture manufac- 


turers, and engaged wholly or mainly in barrelling brass nickel 
buckles and general harness furniture. 
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840. Workmen employed wholly or mainly as linotype operators 
or their assistants. 

842. Workmen engaged in fitting together the castings which 
form moulds for artificial teeth. 


843. Persons employed in theatres or music halls, and described 
(1) Stage carpenters and their assistants, not engaged in 
construction or repair of buildings ; 
(2) Stage electricians and their assistants, not engaged in 
wiring buildings or other work of a permanent character. 

844, Persons engaged wholly or mainly in sharpening tools uséed 
by masons and sculptors. 

845. Workmen engaged in the manufacture of electrical signs. 
(Application 197). 

846. Persons employed by a firm of wood-wool makers, and 
engaged in grinding cutters for wood-wool making machines, and 
' assisting generally in the manufacture of wood-wool. 

847. Rail bank workmen employed in connection with rolling 
mills,and engaged in straightening, drilling, planing and dressing, 
cutting, loading and discharging rolled. rails. 


848. Workmen engaged wholly or mainly in making music 
stands, filing devices and similar articles, and not engaged in 
ironfounding. 

849. Workmen engaged in making spare rims for motors, called 
Stepney wheels. 

851. Coxswains and drivers of motor boats engaged in bringing 
back torpedoes after trial testing. 

855. Switchboard attendants or other workmen engaged wholly 
or mainly in minding, tenting or driving electrical machinery 
in connection with businesses other than those included under the 
trades specified in Schedule VI of the National Insurance Act, 1911, 
and not engaged wholly or mainly in the upkeep and repair of 
electrical machinery and conductors. 


857. Workmen engaged in the manufacture of cricket stumps, 
croquet implements, tennis presses, tennis poles, lawn bowls, Indian 
clubs, dumb-bells, and billiard table legs, by means of circular saws, 
turning lathes and planing and moulding machines. 


858. Workmen engaged wholly or mainly in the work of— 
(1) making and painting garden seats, tables, pergolas, 
trellises, tubs and other garden furniture ; 
(2) making treillage for use on walls. (Application 203.) 
859. Workshop instructors in technical institutes in connection 
with any insured trades, who engage in manual labour incidentally 
to the giving of instruction. 


861. Workmen employed by a firm of tube manufacturers, and 
engaged in the welded pipe industry in the work of drilling, cutting, 
&c., iron and steel pipes, and making, &c., and welding on flanges 
of the same. 
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864, Patternmakers working in lead or brass in connection with 
the manufacture of fenders. 

865. Workmen engaged in the manufacture of gas testing 
apparatus, or in testing and fitting incandescent gas burners, except 
in so far as same is covered by decisions relating to ironfounding. 

866. Workmen engaged in boring holes to prove the existence 
or non-existence of coal or other minerals. 

867. Workmen described as casual labourers who are not 
employed in factories or workshops or in yards or stores connected 
therewith, but who are engaged wholly or mainly in unloading barges 
of timber and carrying it on to the timber stacks in the yard. 

873. Workmen engaged in feeding power-driven washer-cutting 
machines with steel plates. 

874. Workmen engaged wholly or mainly in making wrought 
iron domestic utensils, such as curbs, meat safes, fire irons and 
saucepans. 


CoRRECTION.—Decision No. 776 (“Board of Trade Journal” of ~ 
15th August, page 440), should read as follows :—“ A. T’'he Umpire has 
decided that contributions are payable in respect of workmen 
employed in the manufacture of copper rollers for use in printing 
and engraving works (turning and polishing, hammering and 
piercing).” 


Note.— Where no reference is given to an Application, the question 
has been decided by the Umpire, without notice, as a matter not 
admitting of reasonable doubt, in accordance with paragraph (2) of 
the Unemployment Insurance (Umpire) Regulations. 

Decisions relating to individual workmen which raise no question 
of general interest; or which merely apply a principle laid down ina 
previous decision, are not published. 
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
